tional lawyer, and Mr. Dennison, the 
legal advisor of the Japanese foreign 
»ffi.ce. 


WORK ON TREATY BEGINS 
The treaty is expected to be com- 


pleted by the end of the week. This 
happy conclusion of the conference, 
•which would have been shipwrecked 
had it not been for the heroic inter- 
cession of President Roosevelt, was 
both sudden and dramatic. 


For the sake of peace, Japan, witJi 


the magnaminity of a victor, at last 
yielded everything that was still in 
issue. Russia refused to budge from 
the ultimatum which Emperor Nicho- 
las had given to President Roosevelt 
through Ambassador Meyer.

newspaper offices, consequently there 
was no expression of public feeling. 


At this hour there is nothing to In- 


dicate even to a close observer that 
the eighteen months of war is at an 
end.

expressed that the Japanese had so 
completely met the Russian demands, 
but the reception of the news so far 
as it had gone up to the time this 
dispatch was filed, was calm and even 
apathetic.

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EQUITY IN MINE TAXATION 


S 


EVERAL of the mining states of the west are strug- 
gling with the problem of mine taxation All who have 


ever had experience with this aggravating proposition 
know that it is a matter not easily dealt with to the sat- 
isfaction of all concerned, says the Mining and Scientific 
Press. The owner of the operating, paying mine thinks 
himself entitled to favorable consideration, for upon the 
industry under his direction depends, to a proportional 
extent, the prosperity of the town, district or county in 
which he operates. If he and the other mine operatirs oC 
the county were to close their mines, all other industries 
in the district would probably cease to exist with out 
them, for all are built up by and depend directly upon the 
mining industry. Let the mines shut down and deserted 
villages would quickly result. The district would soon be 
depopulated and that region revert to a wilderness. The 
owner of the unprofitable mine declares he Is already 
placed at a great disadvantage and an exception shoirtd 
be made in his favor, as he is spending money in an effort 
to develop a mine which may some day become profitable, 
and he will then be able to contribute to the support of 
fche county and state government. The o\vner of the idle 
mine says he cannot afford to pay taxes on a property 
•which brings him in nothing', and protests vigorously 
against taxation. In Arizona there is serious talk at the 
territorial capital of raising the assessment of all mining 
property in the territory—each county to have its as- 
•essment raised form 100 per cent to 15,000 per cent, ac- 
cording to the existing assessment and conditions of the 
respective counties. That this proposition is meeting vrith 
vigorous resistance, It is needless to say. In South Dakota 
the Mining Men's Association, which is the representative 
body in that section, is earnestly protesting against a 
threatened increase in the assessment. The proposition is 
by no means- a. new one, anJ many schemes have been 
tried by means of which to raise the money necessary to 
meet the expenses of county and state govei'nment. Direct 
taxation on valuation of the mines, taxation of improve- 
ments, bullion, or.output tax—each of these and others 
have been tried, but from the miners' standpoint none 
•f them are popular. 


THE END OF THE RATE WAR

T is officially announced that the late war between the 


Reno Power, Light and "Water Company and the 


"Washoe Power and Development Company for the busi- 
ness of Reno and neighboring territory has been settled 
by the purchase of both concerns by a new company 
•which will be known as the Union Company. 


H the adjustment results in a better service by the new 


organization it will be better for both the warring com- 
panies and the community at large. 'As before stated in 
these 'col.umns, there is a kind of competition that is 
stimulating and desirable in any class of business. On 
the other hand there is a class of competition that is both 
ruinous to those concerned and disastrous to the best 
business interests of all. 
The recent 
"unpleasantness" 


belonged to the latter classification. Especially is this 
the case with the Washoe company whu-h was composed 
of local capital aluost exclusively, so that however "=trong 
it might be they were compelled to combat the older es- 
tablished company, which naturally resented any at- 
tempt to wrest their clients fiom them, by meeting a 
ruthless cut in rates or depend upon the loyalty of the 
people to a "home" company. Tnis latter has been found 
by long experience to be a weak proposition upon which 
to base a business venture with any assurance of long 
continued dividend?. But the old company, too,, has suf- 
fered in this unprofitable "war, perhaps more financially 
than its young competitor, and from the flrst has shown a 
keen desire to end it either by outright purchase through" 
outside parties or directly. It is an 
axiom 
as 
old as 


finance that "money does not fight money for very long" 
and it is perhaps as well for all that it does not. 
Every 


legitimate investment is entitled to a fair return and while 
those who were fortunate enough to take advantage of 


:• the contracts offered during the continuance of the battle 


of dollars may not regret their foresight, on the whole it 
can be said that "all's well that ends well." 


At any rate this will be so if, as stated above, the con- 


solidation results in an improved service and no one will 


_ -Question that there is room for improvement.
